AN ILLUSTRATION PROM THE ROYAL

‘ the first, ‘and perhaps the most obvious 
illustration wlich. decurs, is that which is 
furnished bythe dealings of the ‘War Offices 
with the Royal ArtiNory. Som ten years ago, 
Mz. Stanhope, then War Minister, deliberately 
raduced our yory small forco of artillery. ‘Mili- 
tary opinion generally wos dead against the 
reduotion; {t wad never justified, and’ naver 
could be justified, hut it was defended, and on 
the mere authority of o civiliun War Ministor 
was sanctioned by Parliament: A. few years 
passed and. tho War Office was cvmpolled to 
come to Parliament and ask for tha re-ercation 
of the bottorios that had been. destroyed. Tho 
reasons that were given for'tho addition ware 
fearcely more coherent or convincing than those 
which wero originally given for the abolition, 
“It was not prétended that even when the new 
Vattorios had ‘been created, the necds of tho 
country’ would be met oven approximately, 
It was pointed out by many critics that so far 
from thesa-wants being met, an enormous force 
6f infantry wlonging to the Reserve forces 
woald be absolutely useless for tho purposes of 
war, becnuse-they were entiraly ynprovided with, 
the guns, without which no army can take 
the field. Not tho slightest attempt was aver 
made. to disprove this ytatement, mor was it sugy 
gested thdt the provision. which: Parliament 
was asked to make had really any relation what- 
over to tho gotual needs of the country in time 
of war, Tho Treasury and the War Office be- 
tween them declared that: much monoy was 
available ‘of war. The Treasury and the War 
Office between them declared that so, much 
money was available and so many batteries were 
to be rniséd! and there was an.end fof tho mat 


ter, oy at any rate thers would have been an oud ; 


of the matter, hed not the toushstoue of war 
been applied to-this false system. 
THE TOUCHESTONE OF WAR. 
There is no need to enter into elaborate'drgu- 


| ment about! this matter; the right and wrong of

influence of panic. At the end of 1899 tho 
country found’ ituelf’ at war with two small 
republics, Phere were actually not puns enough
